The new 
agreement, containing four articles, proposed 
by the Russian Minister Mr. Lessar hae 
already beea sent to St. Petersburg with Prince 
Ching’s. coucurreace, oid’ if the Russ-on 
Government makes no objection, it will ba 
promptly signed. [gis not definitely oscer- 
tained how far’thp four articles of the new 
agreement conourswith the formor agreo- 
ment. The English and Japauese Miuisters 
soom to bo - quite 
them, as Prince Ching, who -used to consult 
with them when .Chisa was urging him to 
agreo to the former seven articles, has suddenly 
changed his attitude, towards: them since bis 
sick leave, and bes given thom no information 
ag to the progress of the nogotintions, which 
he -has kept quite scoret, It is certain 
that Prince Ching grows day by dsy moro 
dirposed toward Ravaia, for the following 
Fensons:-~First, he hes been persusded that 
he capnot rely on the Japanose Government, 
notwithstanding the stoady assaronoes of Mr. 
Uchida, the Japanese Minister, while the Prince 
was betwoen the devil and the deep sea, with 
Russia urging bim on tho one hand and Japan 
on: the other, fostering~his irresoluteness. 
Secondly, Russia has at last made Prince Ching 
recognise that it will be betterforhimtorely upon 
—Russis than-apon-Baglnad_ond Japsn, thro; 
.the nssistanceol 1. Yong Sba, the Imperial 
Prificeswith the greatest influenceat Court, whvso 
goodwill Ruesia hes succeeded in. securing. 
‘Phirdly, it iu stated that Prince Ching himself 
bos xeceived gulstantial favours from Russia. 
“Russia, ayoiling horsolf of the present cppor- 
tunity, is hurrying on the ‘construction of o 
_railway from Liaoyang tu Antang, at the mouth 
of the Yalu. The compradero of the -Russo- 
Chinese Bank is reported’ to hava token the 
contract for the work, and is now enlsting 
cvolies at Tientsin so that tho work may be 
proceeded with at once.-N.-U, Daily News.

Asso many Hougkong residents ut this time 
of year visit’ Japan, the following notes 
contribnted to the Kobe Chronicle by e Fapanose 
who is uot a professional guide bat merely 
accompanied a party of foreigners at the request 
ofacertain gentleman who was desirous that 
the foreizmers should receive as much attention 
as possible, may prove intoresting. The party 
comprised four ladies, four gentlemen, and 
some children, and its members had uever 
visited Japan before, : 

“ Although I have travelled s great deal,” 
says the writer, “I-have had no opportunity of 
personally observing how the hotels for foreiga- 
era were worked, It was therefore qnite a 
new experionce, end it is a nodree of much 
disappointment to me to find that some of the 
wall-known foreign-atyle hotels run by Japanese 
aro in aatate anything but satisfactory. Edo not 
mean tho hotels in the interior, far from the 
open ports, but those in localities long known 
as resorts of forcigners. Lack of system and 
general superintendence seem tu be the chief 
drawbacks, and usless'a greatly ‘improved 
system be adopted they will ultimately be 
unable to compete with their foreign rivals. 
Another thing that wasa source of annoyanve 


j wos ‘tho conduct of jinrikshamen, who as a 


rule tried to ‘syusezo" as much ay possible, and 
when they found their attempts unavailing 
accepted lower . figures. In some placen, 
especially ia,Kyvte, when the” jinrikshamon

kind of set specoh, When travelling in one of 
tho Nippon Yusen Kaisha ‘steamers, one of 
the cabin-boys came to me and asked me in a 
hesitating manner in what capacity I was 
travelling with the foreigners, to which I replied 
that Iwas travelling on an. eqoal standing and 
would sit at the sume table for meals. I may 
my that I highly xppreciate the thoughtful 
instrnetions the company gives its servants. 
Had they placed mie in a place set for bired 
interproters I would have felt greatty annoyed. 

“ Whot ecomed to annoy tha foreigners most 
was that in railway-carriagos, especially in 
second-class cats, there wera many Japoueso 
who stretched thomsrlres at full length on the 
sents, ssleop, or protending to be asleep, and 
who did not attempt to mako room when others 
cam in, And it seomed to cause surprise that 
railway officials paid bat little attention to the 
matter, Woe travelled much. in the sycond-olass 
cate on account of there being more room for 
all the party travelling togelhor, whilo the first- 
class carriages often consisted of small compart- 
monts, not large enough to allow of all the 
members of the party being in the same car, 
Avother thing that annoyed the ladies was tho. 
froo puffing of cheap cigarettes in all parts :of 
the train.

THE PHILIPPINES TOBACCO 
TRADE. 
~~ 

A most significant change in the character of 
the export of leaf tobacco and cigars from tho 
Philippine Islands will bo showa in the bulletin 
of the Barcau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department. covering the commerco of’ the 
islands for the calondar year 1992 rs compared 
with 1901, writes tho Wushiugton correspondent 
of the New York Tobacea Lef. Tho total 
exports of all forms of tobacco from the Philip- 
pines for the ovendar yaar 1902 amounted to 
$1,904,691, as compared with $2,649,849 in 1901, 
a loss of $685,158. ‘This decronay is dus chiefly 
to the falling off in the shipments of cigars, but 
to sone extent to a decrease in the exports 
of wrapper tobacco. For 1001 the statistion 
crodit the United States with no receipts what: 
evor, oxcept a small quantity of cigars valuad at 
$98, For 1902, howover, it appears that there 
were oxporled to that country Wrippor leaf t 
the valuo of $.6,500, other leaf amounting to 
$15,038, ciggara aggregating. $11,006, and 
cigarottes worth $76, making a total of $52,820, 
Thore can be ‘no doubt that this increase in 
exports to the United States was due almost. 
entirely to the 26 per con!, reduction in the tariff 
on Philippivé products, the reduced rate having 
been in force duriug nine months of the 
calendar yenr 1902.' It is no secret thot 
the officials of the War Department earnestly 
desire absolutely freo trade with the Philippinos 
for a period of five years at lenst, and that 
Governor Taft is preparing to bring all possible 
pressure to bear upou Congress to this end. 

Commenting editorially on the above the Leaf 
aska:—If the American market responds 30 
dovidedly to a discriminating tariff in o period 
of nine mouths, what will thess commercial 
relations lead to in a few years? Now that the 
Filipinos are assured of a low duty on exports 
to this country, they will realise that the ma rket 
for their product ha .boen eslarged, and, will 
increase their acreago accordingly. The goin 
shown by tho figures of 19J2 must thorefors bo 
looked apon os only the forstaste of what is to 
ove, especially as o still greatur reduotion in 
the Philippine tobacco tariff is a probability of 
the near future.
